May it Please Your Excellency, 

We have the honour, pursuant to statute, to present this 
our Thirty-second Annual Report on the condition of the Prisons 
and Prisoners within our jurisdiction, and with respect to the 
Registration of Criminals; also our Annual Report on the State 
Inebriate Reformatory at Ennis, and on the Borstal Institution 
at Clonmel. 

PRISONS AND PRISONERS. 

Number ol Prisons. 

In pursuance of the policy of concentration of prisons, which 
has been rendered possible owing to the diminution that has 
taken place in the number of prisoners and increased facilities 
in the means of communication, Kilmainham Prison was evacu- 
ated on the 28th February, 1910. 
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The number of prisons and bridewells under the control of 
the General Prisons Board on 1st April, 1878 — the date when 
the local prisons and bridewells were transferred to the Board— 
and now, is as follows: —

To the list for 1910 are to be added two institutions of a 
reformatory nature, which have during recent years been estab- 
lished under the control of the Board, viz. : — 

1 State Inebriate Reformatory at Ennis, in 1899. 

1 Borstal Institution at Clonmel, in 1909. 

Number o-f Prisoners. 

The number of ordinary prisoners committed to local prisons 
in Ireland, in 1909, was 31,409. This shows a decrease of 
1,363 on the number for 1908. The daily average number in 
custody was 2,305, as compared with 2,230 for 1908. 

The fact that the daily average number has not also decreased 
is attributed to a slight increase, in the average length of sentences. 

The number of convicts committed to prisons in Ireland in 
1909 was 118, and the daily average number was 243. The 
corresponding numbers for 1908 were 65 and 248.

Bridewells. 

During the year 394 prisoners were committed to Bridewells, 
viz.:— -183 under sentences of four days or less, and 211 on 
remand. This represents a decrease of 63 on the number for 
the previous year. 101 of those committed on remand were after- 
wards committed to local prisons, and are included amongst the 
number of prisoners in the foregoing table. 
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Short Sentences. 

We have in previous Annual Reports frequently referred to the 
inutility of very short sentences of imprisonment. Last year the 
number of prisoners committed under sentence of 7 days or less 
represented 41 per cent, of the total number of convicted prisoners 
committed during the year. 

Now that the punitive side of prison treatment is being subordi- 
nated so much to the reformatory side and that prisoners are made 
so comfortable in prison, these short sentences have little or no 
deterrent influence. The result is that those on whom an ade- 
quately long sentence would probably have a deterrent effect, or 
a reformatory effect from the influences brought to bear on them, 
come back to Prison so frequently that they spend a longer aggre- 
gate time in prison than if longer sentences were inflicted in the 
first instance. 

Further, no less than 10 per cent, of the total number of con- 
victed prisoners are committed under sentences of 4 days or less. 
It would appear to be a matter for consideration whether many of 
the offences which have heretofore been dealt with by such short 
sentences might not be more suitably dealt with under the Proba- 
tion of Offenders Aot, 1907, by discharging the offender con- 
ditionally on his entering into a recognizance with or without 
sureties to be of good behaviour and to appear for conviction and 
sentence when called on. 

Drunkards. 

The proportion of convicted prisoners committed last year for 
drunkenness alone, or riotous or disorderly behaviour while 
drunk, was about the same as that of the previous year, viz.: — 
41 per cent. 


Naval and Military Prisoners. 

There were 30 naval prisoners and 83 military prisoners com- 
mitted to civil prisons during the year, the corresponding num- 
bers for the previous year having been 63 and 67 respectively. 

Children and Young Persons. 

The number of prisoners under 16 years of age committed

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The figures above refer to the period before the Children A.ct, 
1908, came fully into force. 

It is now illegal to commit any “ child,” i.e., a person under 
the age of 14 years, to prison. It is also illegal, to commit a 
“ young person,” i.e., a person who is 14 years of age and up- 
wards and under the age of 16 years, to prison, unless unruly 
or depraved. 

The methods of dealing with children and young persons 
charged with offences are set forth in Sec. 107 of the Act as fol- 
lows : — 

Where a child or young person charged with any offence is tried by 
any court, and the court is satisfied of his guilt, the court shall take 
into consideration the manner in which, under the provisions of this or 
any other Act enabling the court to deal with the case, the case should 
be dealt with, namely, whether — 

(a) by dismissing the charge; or 

(b) by discharging the offender on his entering into a recognizance; 

or 

(c) by so discharging the offender and placing him under the super- 

vision of a probation officer ; or 

(i d ) by committing the offender to the care of a relative or other 
fit person ; or 

(c) by sending the offender to an industrial school; or 
if) by sending the offender to a reformatory school; or 

(g) by ordering the offender to be whipped ; or 

(h) by ordering the offender to pay a fine, damages, or costs ; or 

(i) by ordering the parent or guardian of the offender to pay a fine, 

damages, or costs ; or _ . 

(j) by ordering the parent or guardian of the offender to give 

security for his good behaviour ; or 
(fc) by committing the offender to custody in a place of detention 
provided under this Part of this Act; or . 

(Z) where the offender is a young person, by sentencing him 0 
imprisonment; or , . 

(m) by dealing with the case in any other manner in which it ma„ 
be legally dealt with : 

Provided that nothing in this section shall be construed ^ authorizing 
the court to deal with any case in any manner in which it could, 
deal with the case apart from this section. 


Health and Mortality of Prisoners. 

The health, of the prisoners has been generally very good. 

Eight deaths occurred in prisons during the year. Two were 
the result of typhoid fever, one was a case of suicide, one was the 
result of Bright's disease, one of acute cellulitis, one of pelvic 
cellulitis, one of general debility in .a prisoner 64 years of age, 
and one was from alcoholic epilepsy. 

There was one prisoner executed. 

Sixty-two prisoners were released from local prisons on medical 
grounds before expiration of their sentences, of whom thirty- 
four were women near confinement, and four were released from 
convict prisons. 
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Insane Prisoners. 

During the year seventy-five insane prisoners were transferred 
from local prisons to lunatic asylums. Of this number fifty-four 
were reported by the prison medical officers as having been in- 
sane on reception, and of the remainder, six were reported as 
“probably insane” when received into prison, and two were of 
weak intellect. 

Six convicts were removed from convict prisons to lunatic 
asylums. One of these was weak-minded on reception; and in 
the other five cases insanity developed in periods varying from 
10 months to 3 years and 4 months. 

Conduct of Prisoners. 

The proportion of local prisoners punished, which has been 
gradually decreasing and was about 3 per cent, during 1908, 
showed a further decrease, viz., to about 2.6, in 1909, the pro- 
portion of convicts punished during 1909, viz., 23.3 per cent., 
being nearly the same as that of the previous year. There was 
no case of corporal punishment during the year. 

Prison Industries. 

As the great majority of the prisoners receive sentences of a 
month or less, and belong to classes which have never worked at 
a trade, it is obvious that their employment must, in most cases, 
be confined to the simplest forms of labour. Tor these short 
sentenced prisoners the principal employments are: — 

For Males : — Stonebreaking, wood-chopping, sack and bag 
making, &c. 

For Females: — Washing and knitting. _ 

Having regard, however, to Section 16 of the Prisons (Ireland) 
Act, 1877, which provides that with a view of defraying the 
expenses of maintenance of prisoners and also of teaching them 
modes of gaining honest livelihoods, means should be taken for 
promoting in prison the exercise of, and instruction in, useful 
trades and manufactures, so far as may be consistent with a due 
regard, on the one hand, to the maintenance of the penal char- 
acter of prison discipline, and, on the other, to the avoidance or 
undue pressure on, or competition with, a particular trade oi 
industry — wherever prisoners have a knowledge of a trade, or 
time permits of their being taught one, higher class work is 
found for them, such as, for males — tailoring, shoemaking, weav- 
ing, mail bag making, carpentry, smithing, brushmalang, bak- 
ing, &c., and for females — dressmaking, sewing, and high-class 
laundry work. Gardening is carried on by both males and 
females, and every available portion of prison ground is care- 
fully cultivated. , 

The output of the prisoners’ labour is largely utilized m the 
Prisons Department itself, or in other Government Departments. 
During the year a new employment — the manufacture of leg- 
gings, gaiters, &c., for the General Post Office — has been started 
in Maryborough Convict Prison. 
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Particulars relating to the industries will be found in the 
Appendix to this Report. 

Prison Buildings. 

The Prison buildings have been maintained in good condition. 

The principal works carried out during the year by the labour 
of prisoners, supervised by prison officials, were' as follows: — 

In Mountjoy Prison new over-ground fire hydrants with in- 
stantaneous couplings have been fitted. All the old closets in the 
Male Prison have been removed and new modern closets and cis- 
terns, new heavy-coated soil pipes, ventilating shafts and anti- 
syphon pipes fitted up. The closet floors have been laid with 6-in. 
red and blue tiles, and reinforced concrete fire-proof partitions 
erected. 

The reception block of the Female Prison has been much im- 
proved by the provision of ample bathing accommodation, better 
light and ventilation, and laying down of new floors in cells and 
corridor. 

In Belfast Prison, a new' boiler house has been built, and the 
installation of the new steam plant has been completed, which 
comprised the fitting up of two large steam boilers and the neces- 
sary calorifiers and fittings in connection with the cooking, 
laundry work, and heating of the prison. The female officers’ 
quarters have been enlarged and improved, and a new' dining room 
and cooking kitchen provided. 

In Maryborough Prison a new range of stabling has been 
erected on the farm. 

In Londonderry Prison a new vertical steam boiler and hot- 
water storage calorifier have been fitted. 

In Ennis State Inebriate Reformatory, extra cell accommoda- 
tion and a new dining room have been provided for the female 
inmates, and a new room formed for female officers, also extra 
bathing accommodation on the male and female sides.

During. the year visits were paid by one or more of the visitors 
appointed by Your Excellency to visit Maryborough Convict 
Prison and those appointed to visit Mount joy Convict Prison as 
follows, viz.: to Maryborough, 6 visits; to Mountjoy Prison, 1 
visit. 

Prisoners’ Aid Societies. 

A further addition to the Prisoners'' Aid Societies established 
in recent years was made last year by the formation of a Society 
for the aid of Discharged Male Catholic Prisoners in Cork, 
where heretofore the want of such a society had been greatly felt. 

While the number of Prisoners’ Aid Societies in Ireland has 
increased during the last five years much room yet exists for 
similar philanthropic organizations for the benefit of discharged 
prisoners, there being no Prisoners’ Aid Societies in connection 
with the following Local Prisons, viz.: — Armagh, Castlebar, 
Galway, Kilkenny, Sligo, Tralee, and Tullamore. 

A list of the existing Prisoners’ Aid Societies will be found in 
the Appendix. 

REGISTRATION OF CRIMINALS. 

The names of 207 discharged convicts and habitual criminals 
were entered in the “ Begister of Convicts and Habitual Crimi- 
nals ” in the course of the year. 

In addition, the names of 1,963 other prisoners were 
registered in the “ Supplemental Begister ” of prisoners sentenced 
to above one month at petty sessions or police courts, and one 
month or over at assizes and quarter sessions for specified 
offences. 

About 15,000 sets of finger impressions of criminals are now 
classified and deposited in this office. 

In 420 cases where the antecedents of prisoners on remand 
were unknown, the police made application to the Governors of 
the Prisons concerned to have the finger prints taken, and this 
procedure resulted in 135 being identified as having served pre- 
vious sentences of imprisonment. 

In a number of instances during 1909 burglars were convicted 
principally or solely on evidence furnished by finger marks. 

STATE INEBRIATE REFORMATORY. 

The number of habitual inebriates received during the year 
on State Inebriate Beformatory under fresh sentences was 
v t 2 - : — 14 males and 18 females. In addition 2 males were 
transferred from Waterford Certified Beformatory, and 4 inmates

(2 males and 2 females) who had been discharged from the Refor- 
matory on licence were received back during the 3 'car on revoca- 
tion of licence in consequence of having again taken to drink. 

Nineteen inmates (11 males and 8 females) were discharged on 
expiration of sentence; 4 males and 1 female on commutation of 
sentence, and 3 males and 3 females on licence. One male was 
transferred to Waterford Certified Reformatory. During the year 
2 inmates died. 

The daily average number in custody during 1909 was 57, the 
daily average number for 1908 having been 45. 

Owing to the growth of the institution, steps are being taken 
for the compulsory acquisition of additional land adjoining the 
Reformatory, with a view to providing increased facilities for 
open-air employment for the inmates. 

The offences for which these habitual drunkards were con- 
victed and other statistical information respecting them will be 
found in the Appendix. 

The general nature of the work carried out in the Ennis Re- 
formatory has been treated of so fully in our previous Annual 
Reports that we confine ourselves this year to giving the follow- 
ing extracts from the reports of the medical officer and chaplains 
of the Reformatory : 


From the Medical Officer’s Report: — 


For the year 1909, my period of duty as Medical Officer of the Ennis 
State Inebriate Iteformatory extended only from the month of May. 

As one who had had considerable experience, as a general practi- 
tioner, of the ill-effects of alcliolic excess, both to the individual and 
the community at large, I was at once struck by the fact that in 
this Institution was to be found a powerful aid in the fight against 
chronic inebriety. This first impression has been strengthened and 
confirmed by further experience and consideration. It is proved 
to be correct by the favourable statistics published. 


During the year 1909, no so-called specific cures of alcoholism were 
tried. Ordinary drugs were used, as seemed necessary for the indiv- 
idual cases. The inmates, as far as medical means were concerned, 
were treated individually on ordinary medical lines. 

Thirty-two inmates were committed during the year, counting trans- 
fers and re-committals. Of these, almost fifty per cent, suffered from 
some cardiac affection. This usually took the form of degenerated 
heart muscle, leading to irregular and weak action. Twenty per cen . 
had distinct valvular lesions. Apart from affections and lesions 0 
the circulatory system, other organic lesions were rare. Occasions 
hepatic disease, and accompanying digestive disturbances, wens 
most frequent. 

Symptoms of acute alcholism were rarely present on admission^ 
as the committals had usually undergone a more or less P r ° 10 ^ 
period of detention in prison, awaiting trial. The mental s a ^ 
eighty-five per cent, of the admissions was noted as being g°°. > Q ' r 
were not observed to be unduly depressed or to have delusi 
hallucinations. The remaining fifteen per cent, showed a v^ 
degree of weak-mindedness. Considered in a general way, on a£ p 
when there was no distinct organic lesion, quite 95 per cen • ^ 

missions gave the impression of being below par, both physica > ^ 
mentally. They were broken men and women ; bankrupt m 
and character. 
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None of the admissions w»are at any time given alcohol. Reliance 
was placed on the ordinary routine and discipline of the Reformatory, 
suitable work, a good diet, and appropriate medical and surgical 
treatment for ordinary complaints and affections, each inmate being 
considered and treated on strictly individual lines. 

Under this system the general rule was for inmates to rapidly im- 
prove in mind and body. 

From the Roman Catholic Chaplain’s Report: — 

I think important and very useful work continues to be done in 
the Ennis Inebriate Home. Earnest and sympathetic efforts are 
made for the reformation of the inmates and for their permanent 
release from the pernicious vice of intemperance. Though some of 
them, on leaving the reformatory, unfortunately relapse in their old 
surroundings into their intemperate habits, the percentage of inmates 
who on their discharge live soberly and steadily shows, I think, good 
results. 

All the R. Catholic inmates before their discharge or admission out 
on licence take, voluntarily, a Total Abstinence Pledge. "We have one 
man who was admitted out on licence three months ago. Since his 
release he has been constantly at work at his trade and is earning 
lots of money. He is a strict total abstainer, and his conduct is in 
every way creditable and edifying. And I hear equally good reports 
of others who have been discharged within the past twelve months. 

The inmates are very attentive to their religious duties. The 
Bishop, Most Rev. Dr. Eogarty, takes a deep interest in the Reform- 
atory and has visited it on occasions during the year. The Sisters 
of Mercy visit the female Catholic inmates on Sundays and their 
visits are greatly appreciated. 

The death of Miss Davis (matron) was, I think, a severe loss to the 
State Reformatory. 

From the Church of Ireland Chaplain’s Report: — 

Much has been done during the last year for the benefit of the in- 
mates in this Institution. Extensive alterations have been and are 
being carried out in the various buildings to render them up-to-date 
m all respects. Ventilation is being thoroughly secured ana wood 
flooring put in, all of which tend to build up the physique of those 
w'ho come in all the worse for their evil habits. Out-door exercise and 
work is also provided, and all this goes towards the reclamation °t tne 
inmates. I invariably notice the quick change which follows t eir 
admission in the improvement of their health. On the same lines eir 
mental and moral welfare is looked after. It is hardly possible to bnd 
such a rapid advance in this direction, for this fruit is of slow gro 
and cannot be forced. . « 

The care that is taken by the authorities to secure proper in 
for those liberated on license is most important and wi 1 repay _ ^ 
the trouble. I think this is a remarkable feature in the work of 
Institution. 


From the Presbyterian Chaplain’s Report: — 

Of former inmates, some continue to write to me, and it is pleasing 
to know they are doing well. They tell me they never think °1 : tne 
drink, and the craving for it has quite gone. Their happy J r + 

good health, and their bright outlook on life are a pleasant contras 
to what used to prevail before they were sent to the Ref or *7* , 

is not too much to say that their detention there has been 
vation. 

At present I have ten inmates under my pastoral ® are r^T- e ^ ^ 
and three men. Most of them belong to respectabk f amilu a*- 
always difficult to forecast the future of those who have have all 

of strong driuk, hut I am very hopeful of some cases. y 
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improved in health since their admission to the Reformatory— a 
practical proof of the benefit of total abstinence, wholesome food, 
regular habits, and a simple, healthy life. It is to be hoped that the 
Chaplains’ talks with them and the other good influences of the Reform- 
atory will, with God’s blessing, produce good and lasting results. 

In conclusion, I would record my conviction, based on close observa- 
tion and experience that the treatment of inmates at the Reformatory 
is well calculated to lead the victims of drink back to a life of sobriety 
and self-control. No doubt there are some cases where reform is hardly 
to be expected, as they have no desire for reformation, but there are 
others who are anxious to regain self-control and become sober, self- 
respecting men and women, and to them the Reformatory invariably 
proves to be a boon and a blessing. 

“ BORSTAL n INSTITUTION. 

Tlie special reformatory treatment of juvenile-adult prisoners, 
i.e., prisoners between 16 and 21 years of age, known as the 
“ Borstal System,” which was introduced into Ireland in 
1906, entered on an important new phase of development during 
the year 1909. 

Those to whom the system had previously been applied 
were male juvenile-adults sentenced to at least 9 months’ im- 
prisonment, specially selected by the General Prisons Board. 
Under the Prevention of Crime Act, 1908, power is given to 
judges, in lieu of passing a sentence of penal servitude or im- 
prisonment, to pass a sentence of detention under penal discipline 
in a Borstal Institution for a term of not less than one year nor 
more than three years. Provision is also made in the Act for 
release on licence, after six months, under certain conditions. 

The portion of Clonmel Prison which had formerly been used 
for the Borstal class of prisoners was accordingly converted into 
a Borstal Institution for males, and those who at the time 
were in that class, had the remainder of their sentences of 
imprisonment changed into sentences of detention, and have 
thenceforth been known as inmates — not prisoners. 

This change was carried into effect on the 27th November, 
1909, the number of juvenile-adults at that time being 22. 

Although little more than six months has since elapsed, the 
number has risen to 64, and, as this number is likely to. increase, 
it has become necessary to make arrangements for setting apart 
the whole of Clonmel Prison for the purposes of the Borstal 
Institution and transferring the prisoners to the neighbouring 
prisons where there is ample accommodation for them. 

An essential feature of the system is the Clonmel Borstal Asso- 
ciation — a voluntary association formed to assist the youths on 
release, which is doing excellent work. 

This Association at its recent annual meeting presented the 
following report : — , 

“ Since the Report of the Committee to May, 1909, was 
some important changes have been made in the law dealing witn 
prevention of crime, both in England and Ireland, and legisl atl 
sanction has been given to the working of what is known as the B° rs 
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system. One of the alterations so made was to change the minimum 
period of detention from nine months to twelve months, and the maxi- 
mum from two years to three years. In dealing with juvenile-adults 
under the new Act the term “ prison ” has been abandoned, and the 
sentences are now for periods of detention in a Borstal Institution. 
Consequently in Clonmel there is no longer a prison for juvenile-adults 
but there is a Borstal Institution, in which young persons aged from 
16 to 21 from all parts of Ireland may be detained. 

The Borstal system has been so successful in England, and happily 
also in Ireland, in the reformation of young criminals, that the recent 
Act of Parliament is likely to be very generally applied by Judges at 
Assizes and in the County Courts when dealing with this class of 
offenders. It is anticipated that in future there will be a great 
addition to the number of cases of detention — that the sentences will 
be for longer periods than heretofore, and that the work of the Society 
will assume more important proportions. 

It is gratifying to know that the longer periods of detention are- 
likely to give the best results. Heretofore short periods did not give 
youths a full opportunity of becoming efficient in any of the trades 
taught so as to enable them to get employment upon discharge. When, 
however, the juvenile-adult had been detained for a period of IS 
months he usually left the prison with sufficient knowledge of a trade 
to enable him to earn a livelihood. 

Since the establishment of the Borstal system in Clonmel 137 i outlis 
have been committed, of whom 46 are still in detention, 4 were trans- 
ferred for misconduct to the ordinary prison, and the remaining 87 
were discharged. 

It is pleasing to be able to state that 50 of the 87 are doing well. 
As to 9 no definite information can be obtained, owing to emigration 
and other causes, but in these cases it may be fairly assumed there 
are no grounds for complaint. It is known that 3 at least have 
entered on careers in which it would be prejudicial to them if their 
previous histories were known. One young man joined the Merchant 
Service, and as it was an occupation he most desired (having been 
previously at sea) he is likely to get on well. Five of the prisoners 
discharged have married, and are now industrious and respectable 
members of society. The percentage of reformations to discharges 
may be taken roughly as 63, which, considering the previous history 
of the boys and their unfortunate surroundings, should he regarded 
as highly satisfactory. 

It is not necessary to give particulars as to the Borstal s y ste ™> 
these having been detailed in last year’s report, but it should be 
repeated that the treatment is calculated to develop all that is good 
in its subjects. 

It will be of interest to mention a few eases in whicli the Borstal 
treatment has been successful —

, came of parents who kept a common lodging-house, and were 

persons of the worst character. Since his release nearly two years 
ago he has been in constant employment and gives all his earnings to 
his mother. 

, was sent to Scotland nearly two years ago, where he was 

employed at 18s. per week, and there has been no complaint against 
him during that period. His previous life was immoral, and his last 
conviction was for seriously assaulting a woman with whom be 
associated. 

After several convictions and three terms of imprisonment, , 

who was a source of terror to his parents and neighbours, has com- 
pletely altered his course of life — is now married, is strictly temperate, 
and constantly employed. 

Many other equally satisfactory instances might be given as to the 
success of the Borstal system. The above are selected to show that 
even though a lengthened period has elapsed since discharge, the 
young people's continued good conduct shows that the improvement 
effected is permanent. 

The boys committed during the past year were from Belfast 15, 
Dublin 14, Cork 6, Londonderry 3, Tullamore 2, Sligo 2, Waterford 
2, Dundalk, Armagh , Tralee, Limerick and Kilkenny 1 each. 

It is to be hoped, in view of the fact that the hoys committed are 
from, it may be said, all parts of Ireland, that the responsibility of 
assisting them financially upon discharge will not be left entirely with 
local subscribers to this Society. No doubt some money is provided 
by Government, but the operations of the Society could be greatly 
extended if it were more liberally supported. 

A resolution will be proposed at the Annual Meeting changing the 
name of the Society, so as to bring it more into harmony with the 
recent Act of Parliament. 


GENERAL. 

The conduct of the Prison Officers has been very good. 

“ The Imperial Service Medal ” was during the year awarded 
to seven prison officers, who retired after more than 25 years 
meritorious service. 

Mr. P. J. Joyce retired from the office of Inspector of Prisons 
in November, 1909, under the 65 years Rule, after a service of 31 
years, during which his experience, good sense, and high char- 
acter enabled him to render valuable service. 

Particulars of the expenditure on Prisons, etc., during the past 
and previous years are given in the Appendix.
